Something not unlike this deman¢ 
being agitated in Canada that certain 
political sections of freight rates bc 
dealt with by Parliament, and on the 
basis of a system of equalization. 

The National Industrial. Traffic 
League is an organization of traffk 
aianagers ‘of industrial concern; 
throughout the United States, 

Through them all matters relatin 
to rates and railways in which their 
companies may be interested, arc 
handled, These men represent the 
shippers of the United States exclus 
ively, There is no membership. of, 
rallway men nor’ any kind of rail 
way representation in their organiza 
tion. They speak for shippers only. 
So jthat their resolutidn will be + 
matter of great interest to shippers 
and the public generally in Canada 

This is what the League has to say 
in regaqd to statutory rate making 
and congressional Interference with 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion:— 

“The » National Indgstrial Trafic 
League is  “unalterably. oppose to 
statutory ratemaking, or congres- 
sional ‘Interference with the freight 
rate structure of the country. It {s 
Ukewilse opposed to any effort on the 
part of other branches of the govern- 
ment to compel a wholesale revision 
of freight rates. 

“The freight rate structure Bag 
been developed gradually throug! 
natural- economic processes, 
through findings and orders of the 
Interstate Commerce Commissions 
This development ifs still going on 
through these proper channels and 
‘maladjustments in rates are being 
lroned out in harmony with sound 
economic principles. Violent or 
sweeping general. changes fn rates 
have generally been, and should al- 
ways be avoided. Attempts to pur- 
3ue such methods are fraught with 
grave danger to business and agri- 
cultural interests, Better results can 
be, and are~being, secured by tho 
orderly proceddre followed by the 
Commission, in adjudicating individ- 
ual complaints, the Investigating, 
from‘time to time, of the rates upon 
particular commodities or in partic 
ular’ sections.” 

What the National Industrial Trat- 
fic League of the United States says 
on this subject, traffic authorities in 
Canada claim' is directly applicable 
to the situation in Canada today.

* HAMILTON handbook operator has been con- 
yvicted of the theft of $31,780 from a bank in 


that city. It was not a case of armed hold-up 
nor yet of direct stealing. The money was actually 


taken from the bank in the first place by the man- 
~ ager, who uséd it to bet on the horses, the bets 
being placed with the handbook operator. Ons 
question which the judge felt called upon to de 
elde was whether or not the handbook man knew 


that the bank manager was stealing from the 
bawk the money he was betting. The judgo held 


thatthe handboqk man. did know; that he encour- 
aged the banker to use the bank's money for gamb- 
ling purposes, and that he was therefore gullty of 
theft. The evidence showed that’ the $31, 780 in- 
volved was lost by the banker to the handbood 
maker in less than a year, and the whole business 
was carried on within two blocks of police head- 
quarters. e ; : 

The Hamilton Spectator, commenting on th 
case, says that the convicted handbook man Is only 
one of an army of local bookmakers. There are 
others in the business whose operations are much 
more extensive. It is sald to be.possible, accord! 
ing to The Spectator, to make 9 bet of ‘from 25 
cents to $25,000 in Hamilton on-any race horse 
in the world. 

The trial judge, in dealing with the case, de- 
clared that the public had made the error of not 
taking seriously the illegal business of handbook- 
ing, believing that only small wagers were invol- 
ved. This is probably true enough. It will likely! 
be a surprise to a good many people to know that 
a handbook operator may be convicted of theft 
for accepting wagers from somebody else who 
steais tho money.

ministers to be an extreme one. 
Mr. Davies also condemned patron- 
age of the theatres. 

While making St plain that he 
Personally was opposed to dancing 
and card playing, Rev. John A, 
Agnew, pastor of Ridout street Meth- 
odist church, was ‘not inclined to go 
to the extreme assumed by Mr Day- 
ies on the matter. 

“The church must give leadership 
in such matters,” declared Mr. Ag- 
new. “and give that leadership in 
an intelligent and-Chriscian way and 
with the dest judgment. Tho 
church-fe a place where people are 
to be made better; it is not for per- 
fect people. In’ fact, the whole 
program of Christianly is for jm- 
perfect people pnd the raising of 
them to a higher plane. 

Does Not Appruve 

“The church discourages, rather 
than encourages, such things, and J 
myself wouldn't put my stamp of 
approval on them,” continued Mr. 
Agnew. “At the samo time, I think 
{t Js a matter to be decided by, the 
individual’s own judgment and: con- 
sclence. ‘A good, wholesome play | 
and a good, clean moving picture ! 
have their place, but there {s a wholo 
lot of vaudeville that ts not very 
elevating, while some of the dancing 
fs absolutely immoral and not con- 
ducive to bringing out the ‘beat | 
people.” 

“There is a tendency ane to de- 
vote altogether too mavh time to 
Methodist church and president’ of 
worldly things,’ observed Rev. H. J. 
Uren, past@r of Colborne street Meth- 
odist church and president of the 
London Methodist conference, “‘and 
yet I think the stand taken by Mr. 
Davies is somewhat extreme in’ these 
days."

Asked as to whether he was op-

He stated further that ‘he 
had his personal convictions on the 
question and that his own congregs- 
tion understood his attitude, but 
that in view. of the church union 
movement he did not care to make 
any, lengthy, pybli¢ statament for 
fear of Dein misunderstood.

‘Hash-Mud¢éic Sort of Thing, 
Says Dr. Hughes 





TORONTO, February 21.—Ad-

NEW BRITISH DIRIGIBLE T0- MEAN. 


FASTER AND SAFER ‘TRAVEL IN LIN AIR} 


Wilt Eliminate ne Gestetay and 
Reduce Resistance — Mast 
With Huge Arms. 


LONDON, Feb. 26 — Innovations 
in dirigible designs, making’ the air- 
ships faster and safer and more feas- 
ible for long distance flight have 


been submitted to the Government, 
gays the Press Association. It 
quotes experts as saying it would 
be posstble with the new ‘ships to 
make the fourney to New Zealand in 
nine days. 
, The new designs, It {s expected, 
eliminate the gondolas with the ex- 
ception of those carrying the mo- 
tors, thus reducing resistance. They 
provide space for the pilot and nar- 
igating room in tho ship's skeleton. 
This simplication ig declarea to in- 
sure a considerable increase in the 
range of flight, as proved by experl- 
ments carried on by the national 
physical laboratory. ‘ 

The new type of dirigibla is cre- 
dited to Commander C. D. Burney, 
member of Parliament, director of 


"ihe Airship Guarantee intee Company 
with which the MacDonald Govern- 
mert placed an order for a ship of 
5,000,000 cubic capacity and to Chief 
Designer B. N. Wallls, who simul- 
taneously worked out a new style 
mooring mast. it is stated that at 
9, conference jn London a few weeks 
ago attended “by Hugo Eckener, 
director of the Zeppelin Company; 
Captain Ernest Lehmann, Zeppelin 
engineer; Mr. Wallls and Govern-

The Canadian Government Immt- 


gration agents come directly Into 
contact with farm settlers,returning 
to Canada from the United States 
and*consequentlyy receive muck In- 
side knowledge of conditions of the 
two countries as ‘they relate to agri- 
culture. While some returning set- 
tlers naturally prefer to keep their 
own council others are quite frank 
in> discussing thelr experiences and 
the causes which have led them to 
return to Canada. Three examples 
occurring recently in a single Can- 
adian Government Office in the Unit- 
ed. States, are quoted hereunder: 
Examplo No. i 

Twenty-one years ago Tony Huls- 
kamp, of New Ulm, Minn., came to 
Canada, and after working for Fol- 
ey Brothers, Railway and General 
Contractors in.Western Canada, 
bought some farm land near Moose 
Jaw, Sask., on which he made a good 
living, but not a-great deal of mon- 
ey. Hearing of the glowing accounts 
of the prosperity in the United States 
he decided to leave Canada and sold 
his farm at a sacrifice in July, 1924. 
He went to Montana but he did not 
find much prosperity there atong 
the farmers and. could obtain no 
work. He then -went to Minnesota 
and visited relatives ‘in Brown and 
Redwood counties, He found no ev- 
idence of great prosperity; the farms 
were heavily mortgaged; work also 
difficult to obtain; there was a gen- 
eral feeling of discontent. He and 
his wife, therefore, decided, before 
what little money they had left was 
gone, to return to.Canada and stay 
for the rest of their lives, 

Mrs. Hulskamp declares that Inf 
thelr poorest days in Canada they 
always had enough to eat, sufficient 
clothes to wear, plenty of good 
friends and good schools for the chil- 
dren, ete. 

Examplo No. 2 
Fifteen years ago Mr, S, of 
Cresco, Iowa, came to Saskatchewan 
and located in Maryfield ~ district. 
He did fairly well, never had a crop 
failure, but owlng to other circum- 
stances became dijshearterted. . He 
sold his farm—at .a” sacritice—and 
returned to Towa, as’ he had heard 
glowing accounts of great prosper- 
ity there. He had been told that 
there was plenty of work with big 
wages, etc.,~etc. For about elght 
Months after his return to the Unit- 
ed States he went among bis old 
friends and relatives, but could find
